PSTERDAY’S - “policy” | 

speeches by the -olected 
and nominated membors of 
the Urban Council presented 
the community with a much 
clearer picturo than hitherto 
of tho presont-day functions’ 
of the Council and: served 
-to emphasise its growing 
responsibilities. The general 
level of tho speeches was 
good, sober appraisal being 
allied . with constructive 
suggestions. That several 
of the mombera “devoted 
attention to the questions of 
squatter resettlement and 
housing was natural {nas- 
much that the former is one 
of the chief burdens Jaid 
on the shoulders of the 
Urban Council, and the 
latter ia expected to be 
brought within jts jurisdic- 
tlon with the formation of 
the Housing Authority. 
Attention at the meeting to 
these subjects was further 
spotlighted by the presenta- 
tion of the special sub- 
committee's report and re- 
commendations on squatter 
resettlement planning and 
policy. The report repre- 
sents an Interesting ad- 
mixture of,short and long- 
term policies, with the 
endeavour being made to 
dovetail them in such ao 
manner that they remain 
complementary. If it Is 
accepted that reaettling of 
the Colony’s squatter 
population is a “must” (and 
it is difficult to deny the 
obligation) the sub- 
committee's recommen- 
dations can be regarded as 
sound and for-seeing. Tho 
public will, however, note 
with mixed feelings that the, 
burden of meeting 
financial outlay for 
construction of 600 cottages 
at Ngau Tau Kok, the 
formation of 670 sites at 
Reservoir Hill, and the 
construction of multi-storey 
resettlement buildings falls 
on the public purse. On the 
other hand {t must be 
rendily admitted that no 
practical alternative sug- 
gests itself; the Colony 
is in the position where, 
if it is to compose the 
problem of squatter resettle- 
ment, it must do so at its 
own expense, 
Or the question of low-cost 

housing for tenement 
dwellers, one or two Council 
members advanced _pro- 
nounced views and some 
interesting suggestions. 
Some emphasis was placed 
on the need for slum 
clearance and the desir- 
ability of erecting higher 
buildings on tho cleared 
sites. Mr R. C, Lee's com- 
plaint that the Building 
Ordinance and the Landlord 
and Tenant Ordinance wero 
obstructing owners of old 
and dilapidated’ buildings 
from re-developing their 
property. on modern Ines 
would appear to have ‘somo 
justification. Nevertheless 
it Is obvious that thousands 
of tenement. dwellers 
cannot be disposseqsed of, 


their accommodation unless | f
